Field, May 16—(By Mail)—Whole 
towns erased by dynamite, orchards 
sheared off at the ground and tower­ 
ing rows of road-side trees methodi­ 
cally felled—these scenes of merciless 
destruction illustrate wily the British 
soldier wants retribution against the 
Boche. 
Tommy goes ahead repairing 
the 
.m ids and clearing the debris from 
village streets, admitting that it was 
military good sense for the enemy to 
obstruct the lines of pursuit. 
But the Germans said they did 
these things to prevent the conceal­ 
ment of troops. And the soldier, rea­ 
sons it this way: the Boche aeroplanes 
never get over any way to observe 
where the troops are 
massing. 
So 
what difference could it make whether 
they'have concealment? 
Also, 
the 
Boche was careful to rum orchards, 
but he left many acres of dense but 
unproductive woods. 
Whaps the answer? Strafe ’em. 
Peronne Cathedral refutes the plea 
of military necessity. Dynamite blew’ 
out the east wall and two sides and 
brought the dome crashing amid the 
prostrate stone columns. To-day the 
interior 
ie a mountain 
of hopeless 
wreckage. On its sagging balcony the 
pipe organ sings the ghost of a peace­ 
time anthem as the May breeze goes 
soughing through the valves. 
The 
pipes jangle as a brick is dislodged 
and tumbles to the floor. Fa»* away 
the guns boom. 
The 
British 
never 
shelled 
the 
church. The remaining west wall is 
not scarred by shell fragments. It 
was left standing to hamper British 
observation. 
At the outskirts of the town lies 
Peronne cemetery where 
the Boche 
dug in among the dead. Corpses were 
thrown into bonfires and the vaults 
occupied by German officers as dug­ 
outs. 
Two trenches run straight 
through the cemetery. 
Military necessity made the enemy 
smash, the door of a French family 
tomb where six dead had slept for 
many years. The coffins remaihed ex­ 
posed 
Two English guard regiments with 
a little feud between them went into 
the cemetery on the heels of the 
Boche. 
The first arrivals found one 
coffin bored by a machine-gun bullet 
from the direction of their advance. 
This message was on the white-wash­ 
ed wall: 
"The Boche may have had dug-outs 
here but he didn’t shoot the hole in 
the far-off coffin”. 
To w’hich the late-eomers scribbled 
this rf ply: 
“Neither did they WTite 
on 
the 
walls, you blackguards.” 
Strew n with the fragm ents of heat! 
stones and battlefield junk are count 
less bead-W’ork 
WTeaths, placed 
by 
m ourners in days of peace. “A Notre 
Chere Grandmere”, 
said the inscrip­ 
tion on one. Grandmere’s grave may 
be one of those pried open. 
At the edge of the cemetary was a 
very little grave, carpeted blue with 
forget-me-nots. The headstone said 
M adeline was only four years old, 
The Boche had not touched it. Nearby, 
a row of wooden “Iron Crosses” each 
inscribed 
“Unser Kamerade”, 
gave 
proof that the German cadaver fac­ 
tory lost some raw' material through 
sentiment. 
At Arras the Cathedral and 
the 
Hotel 
de Ville are smashed 
beyond 
possibility of restoration. Only 
a 
small comer of the hotel survives as 
a memory of that grand specimen of 
Spanish architecture.

Wenderful Colonising Procooo That Ha* 
Placed a Million Subjects of tho Path* 
Orland In Control of 11,500 Squoro 
Mi loo of Torritory. 


‘Tho Genuanic element In Brazil la 
numerous and energetic,” says a bulle­ 
tin of the National Geographic society. 
“They number at least a million souls, 
aud they are practically limited in resi­ 
dence to tho four southernmost of the 
Brazilian maritime state*— Rio Grande 
do Bul, Santa Catarina, Paraiia and 
Sao Paulo—where they have throat 
their national roots far into foreign 
soil without losing any of their Inborn 
characteristics. 
Theodore Roosevelt, 
writing in 1914 of Sao Paulo, says: 'In 
this province I met for the first time 
Gormans born in the country who could 
apeak only German.’ 
“German colonization in Brazil has 
been going on since 1825, when the set­ 
tlement of San !*opoldo In Rio Grande 
do Sol was established. 
For ten years 
tho stream of immigration continued, 
when it was interrupted by the sans­ 
culotte revolt in southern Brazil. This 
interruption lasted for nine years. 
In 
ISIS tho flood of Nettlers was percepti­ 
bly swollen by the families from Schles­ 
wig-Holstein and the other (arte of 
Germany which were affected by tile 
revolt of tho duchies against l>enmark. 
“No less than 
thirteen important 
Gorman colonies were established in 
southern Brazil between 1848 and I860, 
tho earliest settlers being greatly aided 
by generous grants of laud from the 
Brazilian government, which allotted 
no leas than 174 acres to each immi­ 
grant. 
Owing to speculative abuses 
this privilege was largely redu<-ed~ 
bot without noticeable effect upon the 
movement—which w as only che* kcd bv 
tits imperial cd b t of 1859 forbidding 
the further migrations of Germans to 
Brazil. 
This edict remained in vigor 
until 189*3, when, as Austin Harrison 
terms bim in the pau-Germanlc do*- 
trine, ’tho great sea emperor, William J 
II, oaw early aud clearly into the fu­ 
ture aud taught his subjects to see | 
too.' 
“Coder this teaching the Germanic 
flood swept In 
larger volume into 
Brazil and now bas spread over a ter­ 
ritory approximately as large as that 
of the American state* of Florida, 
Georgia, 
Alabama. 
South 
Carolina, 
North Carolina, Virginia, West Vir­ 
ginia and Tennessee. 
Fully 256,060 j 
Germans are to lie found in the state I 
of Rio Grande do Bul, where in the 
cities they have taken a strong hold j 
upon the activities of the country and J 
have practically alniorbed commercial 
aud industrial enterprise, 
in 
Port 
Alegre, the capital of the state, three 
German publications Indicate and ex­ 
pound the Germanic doctrine. 
“in Santa Catarina, the next state 
north, conditions are analogous. 
Ger­ 
man customs and the German Idiom 
prevail, aud In many towns one may 
almost imagine himself in the father­ 
land. The Germanic element here w as 
strong enough some years ago to elect 
a German governor, and with the ex­ 
ception of the ^fibers of the federal 
court the officeholders are almoat en­ 
tirely German. 
The anomaly of Bra­ 
zilian governmental retorts written bv 
Germans is by no means unusual. 
“The German colony in this atate 
owes no little of its strength to the 
fact that here for some time was the 
residence of the Prince de Joinville of 
Base-Coburg-Gutha. 
who 
married 
a 
daughter of Horn Pedro, the tlrst em­ 
peror of Brazil; aud the city of Join­ 
ville, German to the marrow? is u 
monument to his ro.vsi higbuehs' ef­ 
forts to form a nucleus for German 
immigration. 
“The lands to which theOermausbave 
taken title in south Brazil now give- 
them an area of holdings of 11,RU 
aguara miles, au extent equal that of 
4i«ace-Lorraine and Saxony together

“Through their possession of land 
the Germans in Brazil control one-half 
of the world’* supply of coffee, and the 
Gerrnuideation of the people is further 
carried out through the compulsion laid 
upon the army of employees and serv­ 
ants to learn the German language 
rather than to oblige the ulien to gain 
the native tongue. 
“ ‘The ideals and ties of tile immi­ 
grants,’ says Frederic William Wile in 
the Eclectic Magazine, ‘are essentially 
and Ineradicably German.’ 
It is Wile 
also who declares that ‘the Germaniza- 
tlon of Brazil is no twentieth century 
project. 
It has been In progress for 
more than seventy years, although ag 
gressively prosecuted only during the 
past decade (writing iii 1906) coinci­ 
dent with the rise of. tile expansion 
movement know ii us pan Germanism.’ *’

“the spunking bays aud rocking stage­ 
coach of the past.” 
Here la the way the Allegheny moun­ 
tains were crossed in IMO; 
“It was midwinter when we arrived 
at Wheeling, and as the stagecoach 
was to start at 5 o’clock In the morn­ 
ing no one thought of going to bed, so 
we took our way through the frozen 
streets to secure through tickets to 
Philadelphia 
it was pitch dark anil 
bitter cold —the damp, penetrating 
weather that reaches the very marrow 
of our bones.
